A Trustee Cannot Hold Trast Fands to Se- 
care His Own Debts. 
Wasuineton, March 30.—A decision. of in- 
terest to banks and banks’ stockholders, was 
rendered by the supreme court to day in the 
case of the First National bank, of Xenia, U,, 
plaintiff in error, against Daniel M, Stewart 
and Matha N. MeMillon, administrators. 
‘his was a suit brought against 
bank by the administration of 
McMillan, on ecount of the 
alleged appropriation and scale by the bank 
of certein shares of its ow stock, which be- 
longed to McMillan, but wich were in the 
benk’s custody’ The bank justified its action 
pon the ground that McMillan was 
its debtor to an amount 
greater than the value of the stock, and that 
the stock was put in its Lands as collateral 
security for indebtedness. This court holds 
that the verdict of the jury ia the trial below 
legally established the fact -aat the bank did 
pot hold the stock in question as security for 
MecMillan’s indebtedness. The “contention 
of the bank therefore,” the court says, “comes 
to this, that a creditor who has possession 
of the property of his debtor as his agent, 
trustee or bailee, may, without reducing his 


anv court, and without the consent and against 
the will of the debtor, sell or otherwise dispose 
of the property, and apply its proceeds to the 
payment of the debt. We do not think the 
law gives the creditor any such right. The

Matdened Crowds of Parisians Surround the Cham- 
ber of Deputies—M,. Ferry’s Motion Re‘ ected 
end the Ministry Resigns—Terrible agi- 
tation Over the Tonquin News. 


Lonpox, March 30.—A dispatch form Paris 
to the Exchange telegraph company says: 
“War will be officially declared against China 
to-day. Fifty thousand reinforcements will 
be at once dispatched, and the march upon 
Pekin will be ordered. It is expected that 
Admiral Courbet will bombard Canton.” Le 
Figaro says 1,200 of the French troops were 
killed or wounded at Laingson. Some of the 
papers publish articles in favor of impeaching 
the ministry. 

General Negrier, who was wounded in Fri- 
day’s engagement in Langson, has been pro- 
moted to general of division. The 
newspapers generally urge the country to act 
with energy and coolness. They exhert all men 
that at such a crisis party feelings and party 
prejudices should sink into insignificance, 
and that there should be perfect unanimity of 
sentiment in demanding that a ~-reneral 
national effort should be put forth te relieve 
the army in Tonquin. Orders have been 
issued directing the immediate mobilization of 
sllihe tourth battalions of infantry. The 
guvernment has decided to ask for volunteers 
from each regiment, and to call for five thous- 
snd maritime conscripts.

THE VOTE REACHED. 

At the opening of the session in the cham- 
ber of deputies this evening, M. Ferry pre- 
sented the government’s request tor a credit of 
$40,000,000 on account of the military opera- 
tions in China. M. Ferry at once moved for 
the appointment of a committee to examine 
gud report upon the credit, and demanded 
that the motion be given priority. The motion 
was rejected by 308 tol61. M. Ferry imme- 
diately announced the resignation of the en- 
tire ministry. President Grevy has accopted 
the resignation of the ministry. 

THE RUMORS CURRENT. 

Large crowds of people have surrounded the 
chamber all the afternoon, but up to six p. m. 
no hestile demonstration had been made. It 
is generally expected that Freycinct, at present 
a senator, or Ribot, the great French jurist, 
and now member of the chamber of deputies, 
will be called upon to form a new ministry. It 
is also believed that M. Waddington, present 
ambassador to England, will be tendercd the 
cflice of minister of foreign affairs, in piace of 
M. Ferry, and that Leon Saye, the great polit- 
ical economist, will be asked to accept the 
post of minister of finance in the new cabinet. 

The correspondent of the Times at Paris 
ssys much agitation has been caused oy the 
pews from Tonquin. The Algerian troops 
have been ordered to Tonquin. 

TRE RETREAT ADMITTED. 

Prior to the vote on the motion td appoint a 
committee on credit, M. Ferry read yesterday's 
dispatches regarding the Lapgson affair. Le 
added that the retreat of the French had been 
effected in perfect order. The _ troops 
had found themselves confronted by 
the Chinese forces, whose numbers it had been 
impogsible to foresee. The French generals 
hed been obliged te re-enter tie Red river 
delta and maintain the defensive. Measures 
have already been taken t» reinforces the 
French troops in Tonquin, but would 
not suffice. lt was necess@ry to avenge the 
Langson check, in the interest of the honor of 
France. He therefore demanded the credit of 
40,000,000 francs and proposed a separate vote 
in this credit from the ministerial question.

THE RIEL UPRISING. 

In 1600 Manitoba d the northwest terri- 
tory of Canada were« nveyed by the Hudson 
bay company to the uominion of Canada. At 
that time there were about 11,000 people in 
Manitoba, one-half of whom were Indians 
and the other half French and English half- 
breeds, their white ancestors having come to 
the disiant section as employes of the Hud- 
son Bay company. When the territory was 
ceded to Canada, [William McDougall was 
sent to Manitoba as lieutenant-governor, aud 

itrary course precipitated a rebellion 
which found a leader in Louis Riel, a well 
educated and shrewd French Canadian. Riel 
wes named president in 1870, but through 
the intuence of Arehbishep Tache,, they 
were ir duced to lay down their arms on con- 
dition that certain promises as to land should 
be carried: out anda general amnesty be 
granted. Large bounties of land were given 
to the half breedsof Manitoba, but none to 
the hgif-breeds outside of Manitoba. Nor 
was Kiel pardoned until many years after- 
wards, Until Bve or six years ago he was an 
outlaw upon whose head the Canadian gov- 
ernment had set a high price. ~

News came from Qu’ Appelle to- 
day that the Indians on the reserves, on the 
File hills, had risen arms, 
and killed the farm instructor 
stationed there. There are four bands of In- 
dians at that point, in all- about 500. Three 
companies of rifles and a portion of a field 
battery went from Qu ’Appelle station to Fort 
Qu ’Appelle, to be ready in case of hostilities. 
No late advices have been received from there. 
The Free Press received to-night the following 
special from Battleford: 

‘Weare in immivent danger from the Indians 
in this vicinity. Chief Poundmaker has gone into 
open rebellion, and put the imstructor and agent 
atdefiance. The Indians have left the otter re- 
serves, and - are concentrating in 
large num bers about Battieiord. It 
is estimated that there are at _ least 
500 Indians there and more coming. Several have 
come into town threatening to burn it and take 
possession of the barracks and stores. All the 
women and children have been hurried into the 
barracks and everything done to put tae barracks 
in the best possible condition for detense to pro- 
tect the helpless, Ail the men have been enrolied 
for service,”’

The associations are too pleasant for me to 
consent to live elsewhere. Of course, the 
duties of my new oflice will require of mé to 
have my headquarters in Atlanta, where .! 
will always be found at my post of duty.” 

“What will be your policy in the admin- 
istration of the office?” 

‘‘] shall enter upon the discharge .of the 
duties of this office unincumbered with prom- 
ises to anyone, nor willl be embarrassed by 
combinations, for I have made neither. Pres- 
ident Cleveland has kindly given me the 
appointment. Coming as it does so early 
in his administration, I certainly 
most gratefully appreciate the compliment, 
My highest and greatest ambition will be to 
make a good and acceptable oflicer. I will to 
the utmost of my ability endeavor to discharge 
the @uties of the office with fidelity to tha 
government, and meet the expectations of my 
irfends, and will bring to bear all the energy 
and industry necessary to improve the public 
service and bring it ‘up to its highest efti- 
clenay.’’ 

“Since you say you have made no promises 
of places to any one, what rule will you lay 
down in the selection and appointment of 
your deputies and corps of assistants under 

ou??? 

“The true test which I will fequire of all 
applicants will be that inquiries will be made 


conrerning each one seeking positions. Is he 
sober and temperate? Is he _ hon- 
est and is he capable, worthy 


snd well qualified? Each ot these questions 
must be answeret in the affirmative, or their 
applications. will .not even -be considered. 
When theee requirementsare metI will eh- 
Jeavor to harmonize all confticting interest 
fairly distributing the patronage at my dis- 
pera, seleeting those whom Tf believe will best 
servé the government. in this important 
work I shall be delibergte and careful.” 

‘‘Your rule will be a good one, but how will 
you arrive ata proper and correct conclu- 
sion?” 

‘‘! will consult those whom I believe. to be 
informed, from every section, and endeavor 
to acquaint myself with the respective claims 
and qualifications of all app!icants, selectin 
always those whom I believe the best fittes 
for places, and if one gets in who is not up to 
my requirements, his term of office will be 
very briet. My understanding is that the 
civil service rules will not epply to those 
under me, for if Lam to be responsible forthe 
acts of my deputies and suberdinates, 1 must 
have some voice in their selection.”’
